DECREASE NOTED 
IN FOODSTUFFS 
BY GOVERNMENT 


Washington, September 19.— 
Twenty-seven of the forty-three 
standard articles going into the 
American family market basket de- 
creased in price between July 15 
and August 165. 

In making this announeement to- 
day, the department of labor’s bu- 
reau of :abor statistics made public 
figures showing that during the 30- 
day period ending the middle of 
August the retail price of potatoes 
fell 44 per cent, and the price of 
cabbage went down 41 per cent. The 
drop in sugar prices is placed at 14 
per cent. Most meats decreased. 

Eggs went up 11 per cent in price 
during the period. With this excep- 
tion, and pork chops, which in-, 
creased 5 per cent, the increases in 
other foodstuffs were 2 per cent or 
less. 

Indications that the decline in 
food price levels was general is 
seen in statistics shown in each Of 
the 51 cities covered by the bu- 
reau’s survey reporte!l decreases. 
Minneapolis led with a decrease of 
11 per cent. Decreases in other 
cities follow: 

Atlanta, Houston, Mobile, Savan- 
nah, 3 per cent; Memphis, 7 per 
cent; Birmingham, 5 per cent; Dal- 
las, Louisville, 4 per cent; Little 
Rock, New Orleans and Norfolk, 2 
per cent; Jacksonville and Rich- 
mond, % per cent, and Charleston. 
S. C. 1 per cent.

them for their sympathy and pray- 
ers, according to The Daily Mail: 

“Tomorrow I shall have complet: 
ed forty days without tasting food, 
and though lying here helpless my 
faculties are as clear as ever. 1 at- 
tribute tnis to the spiritual strenegtl, 
I receive from my daily communion, 
bringing me bodily strength, assist- 
ed by a world of masses and pray- 
ers. 

“I believe God has directly in- 
tervened to stay the tragedy for a 
while for a divine purpose of His 
own. It is incredible that the peo- 
ple of Enzland will allow this cal- 
lous, cold blooded murder to be 
pushed to the end.

By Doing This, Purchas- 

‘ers May Learn How 
Much Food They Are 
Getting and Detect Sub- 
stitutes.

Washington, September 19.—Read 
the labels on all food packages. The 
federal food and drugs act provides 
that the quantity of food in each 
package shall be stated on the la- 
bel, and if a cheaper material is 
substituted for one of the usual in- 
gredients of the food, a statement 
that the substitution has been made 

must be placed on the tabél. 

By critically reading the labels 
on food packages the careful buyer 
can learn béfore making a purchase 
exactly hew much food is in a 
package. It not infrequently hap- 
pens that of two packages of the 
same size one will contaén from 10 
to 60 per cent more food than the 
other. The buyer who looks only 
at the size of the package, and not 
at the statement of the quantity of 
the contents, will often be handed 
‘the package with the smaller quan- 
tity, and will pay for it the same 
prige for; which the package. con- 
taining thé larger amoint could be 
bought. This is particularly true 
in packages of spices, condiments, 
flavoring extracts and similar food 
which brings a relative high price 
in proportion to the quantity, but 
it may occur in any foods put up 
in. packages. 

In the great majority of pack- 
ages the weight is correctly stated 
on the label, for the mis-state it 
subjects, the party responsible to the 
pendlties of the law. However, the 
law does not require that any spe- 
cific amount shall be put in a pack- 
age. A manufaeturer may use a 
package large enough to -hold a 
pound, but put in the package only 
twelve ounces with a statement as 
inconspicuous as he dare that it 
contains twelve ounces. Many house- 
wives buy such packages under the 
impression that they contain a 
ound without ever looking close- 
y at the label to see the weight 
stated thereon. 

This practice of short-filling,;and 
then making a statement of the 
correct weight in order to take ad- 
vantage of the large number of buy- 
ers who never read labels carefully, 
results not only in defrauding the” 
consumers, but in unfair competi- 
tion. The honest manufacturer, 
who gives full weight and correct- 
ly states the quantity is put at a 
disadvantage when purchasers will 
accept from his competitors a much 
less quanticy at the same price. The 
food official can require the facts 
to be. gtated upon the label, but the 
purpose of the law to protect the 
consumer and promote fair trading 
is defeated if consumers fail _ to 
read the labels. 

When cotton seed oil is substi- 
tuted for part of the olive oil in a 
salad oil, the substitution must 
be stated on the label, but usually 
the manufacturer iS very modest 
about stating it. The words “olive 
ofl” or “salad oil” are likely to be 
ery conspicuous, while careful 
eading will be necessary to find a 
/statement regarding eotton seed oil. 
Cotton seed oil is an excellent, pal- 
atable oil, but it usuaHy brings a 
much lower price than olive oil, and 
the housewife shpuld not buy it in 
these days of hign costs at the 
price of olive oil. ; 

Careful reading of labels. will 
save. ma a penny, will enable the

Washington, September 19.—Ow- 
ing to the uncertainty of President 
Wilson’s health, there have been 
expressions of concern among dem- 
ocratic leaders in ‘Washington as te 
the possible reaction on his condi- 
tion, resulting frem -his participa- 
tion in the campaign.. 

Admiral Cary T. Grayson, the 
presdent’s private physician, and 
Secretary Tumulty have both been 
Lasked the questino: | 

“Is the pYresident’s condition such 
that, after entering the paign 
in behalf of the league, might 
suffer a dangerous relapse if Cox 
and the league issue were to be 
overwhlemingly defeated ,in the 
election six weeks hence?” 

The answer to fhis question Is 
that the president today is — 
through his greatest mental trials 
as a result of political developments, 
and that by the time the election 
occurs, he will be in a position to 
meetthe decision of the electorate 
without danger of a collapse in 
event of defeat. 

Deeply Interested, in League. 
It is not generally realized how 
ill the president still is, and how 
tremendously interested and earnest 
he still is in the league of nations 
,issue. His contribution to the cam- 
paign fund, coming aftr the Cox 
leaders had smoothed over a mis- 
understanding which had arisen out 
of the president’s failure to partic- 
ipate in the campaign heretofore.) 
gave him his first opportunity to 
reveal his continued vital interest 
in the league and his intention to 
seize other opportunities to help in 
Cox’s campaign. 

But there is no denying the fact’ 
that the white house has been dis- 
appointed in recent political devel- 
opments whieh revealed “twat the 
league aS an issue upon which the 
democrats might seek vindication 
and re-electiow, had not measured 
up to expectations.

Gompers’ criticism is couched in 
the strongest terms he has yet 
used, and his advocacy of Gover- 
ror James M. Cox is as vigorous as 
his denunciation of Harding. He 
charges that the republicans have 
‘turned their backs” on labor, and 
would revert to conditions that have 
passed. 

Work in Cox’s Bekalf. 

White Gompers takes pains to 
riaake it clear that no one in the 
labor movement has authority to 
tell anyone else how his vote shou'c 
be cast, it became known that the 
leaders in the federation, inthe 
four principal! railroad brotherhoods 
and in the United Mine Workers, 
will begin active agitation among 
their membership: in Cox’s behalf. 
These organizations encompass 
practally all organized labor. | 

Politicians question the gbility of 
Compers to direct the votes of the 
four million workers affiliated un- 
der his leadership, but they do not 
Jiscount the importance of the “la- 
bor vote.” The federation, during 
its non-partisan political campaign 
in every state, has built up machin- 
ery that will enable the leaders “to 
make their influence more directly 
and potently felt. . 

“In @ sentence each has summed 
up his position,” says Gompers in 
Speaking of the candidates. “In ef- 
fect Senater-Harding says, ‘Let us 
return to nofmalcey.’ 

“Governor Cox says,” I am for 
progress.’ ” 

rding’sx Obsolete Word. 
ator Harding does not use the 
‘“normal.” He speaks of “nor- 
y.” The word is obsolete and 
so is the condition to which he 
would return. 

“TiInquestionably in the mind of 
Senator Harding a return to nor- 
mal means a return to the condi- 
tions that existed before the war—a 
return to something that is! past. It 
is clear then ,that in keeping with: 
the spirit of the republican plat- 
form Senator Harding’s personal de- 
sire is to follow a course that leads 
backward and if elected to lead the 
nation in such a course. 

“Governor Cox proclaims a de- 
sire tc go forward and a determina- 
tion to lead the nation in a for 
ward course if he is elected to the 
presidency. 

“Both of these statements are abh- 
Stractions and of themselves mean 
nothing beyond a definition of the 
general trend .of thought of the 
candidatés.

No Interference at Border. 

The objections to Fischer's remo- 
valtoNew York were withdrawn by 
Attorney Sloan, when he was given 
asSurances that immigration author- 
ities would not interfere with the 
prisoner’s progress at the border. 
Until these assurances wer given, 
Sloan held firm in his determina- 
tion to protest the surrender of the 
prisoner to American authorities and 
to insist on his ‘eXamination by a 
lunacy commission here. 

Sloan declared at the conference 
that in insisting on the procedure, 
and in his refusal to tolerate de- 
portation for his client, he was act- 
ing on instructions from Robert aA. 
Pope, Fischer's brother-in-law, who} 
had declared that he would consent 
to the eccentric’s’ removal ‘only it 
he could re-enter the Unijted States 
in full possession of all his rights 
aS an American citizen.

Green Ginning of Cotton Costing 
Planters Millions of Dollars 


, 


Editor Constitution: I have no- 
ticed that quite a good deal has 
been written in regard to the plant- 


ers holding cotton and building ad- 
ditional warehouse facilities for 
taking care of the cotton. 

If the farmers of,the cotton belt 
would hold their cotton in the seed 
instead of ginning it green, when it 
is first nicked, it would add at least 
10 pen cent to the number of bales 
of cotton, also add ut least oOne- 
fourth of an inch to the staple end 
the cotton will bring % to 1 cent 
per pound more. ; 

Cotton that is ginned as soon as 
picked is green and damp. It ,i8 
impossible for a gin to clean the 
seed. It is also impossibie to get 
the sample that tife cotton would 
akedt it was dry and in gu od con- 
ditions 

Forty years ago when the farm- 
ers of the country had their own 
gins on the farm you never heard of 


short staple cotton or gin-cut cot- 
ton, and it was a very easy matter 
to buy a nice creamy cotton. In 
those days every farmer had a place 
to put his eotton. He kept it in 
the seed from 30 to 60 days, let 
it g> through the heating process. 
The oil from the seed going into 
the iint and the lint on the sed 
kept growing as long as there was 
any vitality in the seed. This pro- 
duced a very rich, creamy colored 
cotton instead of a dead white like 
we now have, but today I €o not 
believe that there is one farmer in 
ten who has a place on his farm 
that he could take cafe of a bale 
of cotton. in the seed. Me drives 
his wagon to the field in the morn- 
ing, picks the cotton during the day, 
drives to the gin the next morni 

and all the dew that was pickel on 
that cotton the day before still re- 
mains in the cotton and he carries it 
to the gin expecting the ginne~ te 
give him a good out-turn of lint 


cotton, good staple and c'ean the 


seed. ‘ 
Now if we can convince the farm- 
er that on every ten bales of cot- 


ton that he will pack in his cotton 
house in the seed and hold it for 
60 to 90 days in the seed that it will 
give him one bale extra on ten. also 
increase the value of his cotton by 
it being longer staple and increase 
the price from % to 1 cent per 
pound on account of being better 
grace and better ginned, it will be 
cf more benefit than building addi- 
tional warehouses for storing cot- 
ton in the bale. There is a large 
percentage of farmers over the 
country who object seriously to pay- 
ing storage and insurance in a 
warehouse and will take their cot- 
ton home from the gin and throw it 
right out on the ground and let it 
lie there two or three months, 
thereby damaging it from 50 to 100 
pounds per bale, 


Now, wouldn’t it be much more 


profitable for the planter to hold 
his cotton in the seed and derive 
all the benefits mentioned above 
rather than have it ginned while 
it is green and take it home and 
throw it out on the ground and let 
it damage from 50 100 pounds to 
the bale? 


In addition to the benefit it would 


be to the planter to dry his cotton 
th:3 way, it would also be as prof- 
itable to the spinners, as it would 
eliminate the trouble they now 
have with short staple and gin-cut 
cotton. 


I hope to see the day when every 
raiser of seed cotton will have stor- 


agze capacity on his farm to take 
care of his crop of cotton in the 
eecd and instead of making our gin- 
ning season commence the first of 
September, let it commence the 
first of December.

Il Exercise Healthful? 


Can an adult who has a seden-¢ 


tary occupation maintain good 
health without daily exercise of any 
“kind? 

Some physicians, perhaps - them- 
selves not fond of exercise, main- 


‘tain that he can, but these are few 


and not very well informed. con- 
cerning human metabolism, the phy- 
siology of life. Good health is 
something more than mere tempor- 
ary freedom from illness; by good 
health we mean “feeling bully,” 
finding joy in mere existence. I'd 
like to ,meet the sedentary molly- 
coddle ho never takes any exer- 
cise yet enjoys good health, for I 
feel sure I could bring to light, for 
his delectation, a lot of A No. 1 
symptoms he never realized he had. 

A certain amount of muscular ex- 
ercise each day seems to be easen- 
tial in maintaining an efficient cir- 
culation an@ a good metabolism or 
complete combustion in the body. It 
may be true that with a good run- 
ning start. an individual can get 
along for months or even years 
without any exercise at all and 
without calling in a doctor 
nurse. 
enjoy good health, and his inac- 
tive metabolism is pretty sure to 
fail him at the first emergency, for 
instance an-acute illness like pneu- 
monia which places a sudden strain 
on metabolism. 

On the other hand, it is exceed- 
ingly unscientific to look upon exer- 
cise as a cure-all. Exercise is a 


potent remedy, put at the same time 
a two-edged weapon capabie of do- 
in various dis- 
ease conditions. It is Phe height of 
nonsense to imagine,that extraordi- 
nary muscular development makes 
one stronger in resistance ‘to dis- 
ease, for it rather ten to diminish 
resistance. The freak development 
many uninformed young persons ac- 
quire through “physical culture” not 
only adds nothing to physical health 
but, what is more striking, it ‘es 
not increase endurance or agility 
in athletic*contests. “Physical cul- 
ture” development never wins a 
race; it fits the credulous 
son only to pose for frea 

The purpose of daily exercise for 
the sedentary individual is not the 
development of enormous muscles, 
for that would prove a handicap in 
every way. The purpose is merely 
the improvement of circulation and 
metabolism. Indeed the sedenta 
man or woman taking exercise tor 
the sake of enjoying health should. 
eschew anything resembline ex- 
traordinary muscular development 
as unhealthful, and strive 
to acquire that normal musculcr 
tone of the whole body which in- 
sures good posture and good car- 
riage and prevents the numerous ail- 
ments and weaknesses attributable 
to faulty posture.

Central Council Proposed. 

At the special trades union con- 
gress held last December, an in- 
terim report wms presented by the 
trades union co-ordination commit- 
tee and a resolution was carried 
based on the report. This proposed 
that “in view of the _ infperative 
need and demand for a céntral co- 
ordinating body. representative of 
the whole trade union movement,” 
there should be substituted for the 
present executive body the parlia- 
mentary committee, a “trades union 
congress weneral council, to be 
elected annually by congress.” The 
resolution further directed the pres- 
ent executive to prepare a scheme 
for such a counci) and to make 
plans for the necessary enlargement 
of administrative activities. 

A resolution on the agenda for 
this congress in the name of the 
parliamentary committee, gives ef- 
fect to these instructions. It pro- 
poses a gé@meral council of congress, 
consisting of thirty members in- 
stead of the present executive of 
sixteen. \ All the unions affiliated 
to the congress would be allocated 
to one of seventeen trade groups 
Each group would be represented 
on the counc?] in proportion to its 
numbers. For instance. under this 
scheme, the railway unions . would 
have three representatives on the 


eounell of thirty. the cotton indns-— 


try two, the engineering and allied 
industries three, etc. The result 
would be a much fairer and more 
exact basis of representation than 
at present and a much stronger ex- 
ecutive. 

The duties laid down by the reso- 
lution for the general counc!! !n- 
elude: The co-ordination of indus- 
trial action by the trade unton 
movement on ceneral questions such 
as wrges and hours or “any mat- 
ter of reneral concern:” the settle- 
ment of disputes hetween unions: 
the work of organization and nrona- 
vanda: the establishment of rela- 
tions with the trade end labor 
movements of other conntries with 
a view to common action and iIn- 
ternational solidarity.

Columbia Home Study 
Courses Will Assist 
Students in Georgia 


Georgia students who attended 
the summer session at Columbia 
university have been arousing con- 
siderable interest throughout the 
State in the university’s home study 
courses for those unable to leave 
their homes. Miss Mary S. Smith 
of Atlanta, who was president of 
the. Georgia club there, said Sun- 
day that ambitious teachers are 
welcoming this opportunity to re- 
ceive individual instruction from 
Columbia's regular teaching statf. 

Home study clubs in Georgia are 
being planned to stimulate rapid 
progress. Through these the merits 
of various courses can be diseussed 
to aid wise selection. Arrangements 
may be made with the director of 
extension teaching for the organi- 
zation of clubs in any subject in- 
cluded in the home study announce- 
ment. 

Up-to-date Georgia farmers wil: 
be interested in a course dealing 
with the principles of scientific ag* 
riculture and crop management. Au- 
thorities now agree that languages 
may be well taught at home, End 
Columbia offers French, Spanish, 
Italian, Russian and Rumanian. 
Two years of. college French and 
Italian, including literature, literary 
and business composition and read- 
ings are taught; three years of 
Spanish are given. The courses in 
Russian . and Rumanian are ele- 
mentary. 

Many men are interested in the 
courses in navigation, which gives 
a mariner’s license. Astronomy. 
business English, mathematics, psy- 
chology, sociology, community or- 
ganization and the technique of 
the short story are also included in 
this départment. Young writers are 
finding the course in . freshman 
English of value in developing 
clear expression. 


Valdosta’s Banks Show 
All Records Broken 
In Bank Clearirgs 


Valdosta, Ga., September 19.— 
(Special.)—Valdosta’s bank clear- 
ings for the rast thirty days have 
broken all records, although August 
is generally the dullest month in 
the year. The total banking busi- 
ness of the city as shown by Bab- 
son’s map, taken from figures fur- 
nished by the Valdosta Clearing 
House for the month of August was 
$1,321,571, against $1,118,900 for 
August, 1919, an increase of $212,-

indicate clearings for the year of

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Living In Open 


In California to 
Beat Rent Hogs 


of Pacific Coast State 
Not Worried Over the 
Housing Situation.

San Francisco, September 19.—In 
the great expanse of northern Cali- 
fornia they do not know what you 
mean when you talk abdéut the 
housing difficulties in the rest of 
the country. They cannot imagine 
why people do not live in the open. 

On our automobile trip ffom the 
northwest to San Francisco we tra- 
veled for two days through great 
prairie lands, mostly uncultivated 
and arid. Occasionally a rattler put 
in his menacing appearance, and at 
night the prairie wolves and coyotes 
howled. Once a mountain lion leap- 
ed at our provision box, only to 
quickly disappear as soon as a light 
was turned on him. 

We wondered where the popula- 
tion center of this region might be, 
and then orre afternoon we entered 
the little town of Redding. 

When I made inquiries «.t the lo- 
cal poard of trade concerning hous- 
‘ng facilities they looked at me and 
asked me to repeat my questiuns. 
And when I did, they still didn't 
seem to understand, At last one 
member volunteered that housing 


was the least of the board’s wor- 
ries 

What disturbed tnem most, he 
said, was that many of their inhab- 
itants, as soon as they accumulated 
a little moneyy went off to the 
larger cities to spend it, and then 
never returned to Redding. Which 
suggested that this member of the 
board at Redding had put his fin- 
er on one of the reasons for hign 
“ent and the housing shortage in 
the big cities. 

I remember last winter when 1 
was covering local police courts in 
New York that whenever a land. 
lord turned out those who couldynot 
afford to pay an increased ent. 
someond else jumped in his place. 
Usually that someone else was a 
newcomer in New York, or he 
would not have taken the place at 
the price asked. 

While in Canada [I had an inter- 
view with George Lane, the great 
cattle millionaire. When I asked 
him what he believed was causing 
the high cost of living he repliea: 

“Everybody who can afford it is 
out to get as much for his money 
as he believes the money is worth. 
In other words. everybody who can 
afford it is paying whatever price 
is asked for any object they desire. 
There is no bartering, no trying to 
make a bargain. The seller’s word 
is taken that an article is worth s., 
much and he is given the money.”

Cotton Held Down : | 
During Past Week 
By Good Weather 


New Orleans, September 19.— 
Bright weather in the belt, contin- 
ued unfavorable trade accounts and 
reports that labor eaqnditions were 
affecting the running time of Eng- 


lish mills held the price of cotton 
down last week, although toward 
the closé there were recoveries on 
the increased trading at moderately 
higher prices in the spot markets 
of western belt. Last prices were 
at net losses of 8 to 37 points. At 
no. time were prices generally 
above the level of the close of the 
preceding week, and at the lowest 
prices the active months showed 
net losses of 80 to 125 points. Oc- 
tober traded down to 26.05 and re- 
covered to 26.92, closing at 26 83. 
In the spot department midd'ing 
closed at 28.00, showing a net loss 
of 125 points. 

The weather last week was clear 
and dry in nearly all sections of 
the belt, and reports reached thts 
market indicating cott6én was open- 
ing well up into the more northern 
lifiits of the cotton country, with 

Meine being pushed everywhere. 
ro spot people the most encourag- 
ing feature of the new crop situa- 
tion was the way the grade of re- 
ceipts was improving... It spite of 
the favorable weather 
private bureau reports on the con- 
dition of the crop indicated a con- 
siderable falling off from the per- 
centage returned by the government 
to August 25, 

This week will end the Septem- 
ber condition period, the final pe- 
riod of the reason, while it is re- 
alized that the end of the growing 
season is bringing the usual dete- 
rioration the general disposition is 
to consider that the deterioration 
is not excessive, and not nearly, so 
great as it would have been had the 
rainy weather of the earlier part 
of the month continued. 

This week also ends the second 
ginning period of the season and 
expectations are that ginning will 
be heavy as the result of the fa- 
vorable picking weather. As the 
situation now stands the trade ap- 
pears to be giving more attention 
to reports concerning the state af 
the spot demand and to develon- 
ments in connection with the 
threatened English coal mine strike 
than to weather conditions. This 
sort of thing will. probably con- 
tinue if the weather remains fair, 
but a return to rainy weather would 
be regarded as a calamity, and 
would probably result in verv ex- 
tensive operations for a_ rise in 
values.

fairs long in advance of any admis- 
sion on the part of their eastern 
colleagues that things were better. 
They have in fact manifested con- 
siderable impatience with those 
who have been shouting calamity in 
the east, and further the west one 
goes the more buoyant the feeling 
becomes. But even the east is now 
willing to admit that the credit sit- 
uation is better, and that there is 
no reason to believe that legitimate 
business need go without the nec- 
essary funds to keep it alive. 
Demand Is Curtailed. 

One factor in the present recon- 
struction has been the curtailment 
of inflated demand. It has been 
the practice for some months past 
in many lines of trade where de- 
liveries have been slow to duplicate 
orders with several manufacturers, 
taking delivery from the first one 
who happened to have the goods 
available and cancelling the rest. It 
might be months between placing 
the order and the delivery, but in 
the meantime each manufacturer 
has counted the orders upon his 
books as evidence of an urgent de- 
mand, and when his competitors 
have reported an equally urgent de- 
mand the conclusion has _ been 
reached that there was no limits 
to the buying needs of the com- 
munity and the frenzied bidding for 
goods that has followed has forced 
prices up, no one realizing appar- 
ently 
counting on the same order. This 
has happened to a very considera- 
ble extent in clothing and textiles, 
shoes and other wearing apparel, 
and in some degree accounts for the 
fact that in spite of the cancella- 
tions and the withdrawal from the 
mafket of buying generally, there 
has not been the expected rush to 
replenish depleted stocks. . 

n some lines wage scales are al- 
ready coming down. Tire manu- 
facturers, for instance, have laid off 
employees by the thousands because 
of their accumulated supplies and 
have been able to rehire these same 
employees later at a lower wage 
scale. The laws of the United States 
and most of the states forbid labor 
being considered as a commodity 
and expressly declare by statute 
that labor is not a eommodity. They 
might just as well declare’ that 
black is white, but that would not 
make it so. The high scale of wages 
has been made possible because of 
the scarcity of labor, because the 
supplv has fallen below the de- 
mand. When in a given locality 
the supply of labor exceeds the de- 
mand, the wage scale goes down and 
neither union rules nor statute laws 
can prevent it, for labor has not yet 
reached that degree of altruism 
whereby one portion of it is willing 
to starve while another portion 
lives in plenty. 

Criticism Wanes. 
The criticism of the federal re- 
serve board, which seemed to be at 
its height a fortnight ago, has wan- 
ed to a considerable degree. .It is 
coming to be: more fully understood 
that the board itself has not or- 
dered restrictions upon any particu- 
lar class of paper, but has merely 
laid out a genefal policy by which 
it has sought to divert ‘funds into 
the most necessary channels. Defla- 
tion has been talked about a great 
deal by persons who had no very 
clear understanding what they 
really meant by the term. It has 
been the aim of the banks to look 
after the needs of legitimate bhtsi- 
ness first, while speculation, using 
the term in its narrower sense of 
merely playing the turn of the mar- 
ket, has been checked or prevented 
altogether. The busjness of the dis- 
tribution of food products or other 
commodities has not been  inter- 
ferred with so far as it could be 
avoided and while the loan account 
is-now greater than it has ever 
been before, it includes the loans 
necessary to move the crops for

TRIBUTE PAID LEAGUE 
BY SWEDISH PREMIER 


Paris, September 19.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The league of na- 
tions, thrpugh its intervention in 
the Aland Islands question between 
Sweden and Finland, has proved its 
right to live as an effective means 


of preventing future wars grow+ 
ing out of international disputes, 
Hjalmar Branting, prime minister of 
Sweden, said today. 

“I will not use the word ‘war,’ 
but the situation between Sweden 
and Finland was tense,” Premier 
Branting declared. “The council of 
the league, through its cautious but 
prompt action, has dissipated the 
feeling and Sweden believes’ the 
council will settle the matter to the 
satisfaction of both countries. 

“Sweden has complete confidence 
in the league as a means of pre- 
venting future wars, and proof of 
this. lies in the fact that we un- 
hesitatingly placed our case in’ its 
hands. I believe the action the 
league has taken on the Aland 
Islands question furnishes proof to 
the world that the league, even. in 
its present’. state, is an efficient 
world court for hearing interna- 
tiona] difficulties and - forestalling 
conflicts between nations.. All that 
the league needs to make-it a“fmost 
effective and certain instrument of 
reducing future wars to the abso- 
lute minimum is the participation 
of the United States. Sweden and 
the other nations of the world await 
the entrance of America -with anx- 
iety and the keenest interest.” 

Referring to Sweden’s position 
concerning the Aiand Islands. Pre- 
mier Branting pointed out that Swe- 
den never would give up the islands, 
which, he declared, are essentially 
Swedish.

Re-Elected Socialists

Albany, N. Y., September 19.—In- 
dications tonight were that. the 
five socialist assemblymen ousted 
from the legislature last spring, 
who were re-elected at. a spe’ ! 
election in New York distric’: last 
week, wilk be allowed to take their 
seats when the legislature convenes 


tomorrow night. Speaker Sweet,, of 
the assembly, leader in the pro- 
ceeding against the socialists which 
resulted in their expulsion 
charges of disloyalty, had no ar- 
rived early tonight for conferences 
with other assemblymen, as had 
been expected, but it was reported 
that national and state republican 
leaders have made known their ob- 
jection to having the socialists 
again refused seats. 

Some assemblymen, however, have 
expressed themselves as opposed to 
allowing the five men retain their 
seats and it has been reported that 
resolutions have been prepared to 
bar them. . 

A decision relative to the majority 
action in the assembly is expected 
to be reached tomorrow before the 
session, which was called by Gov- 
ernor. Smith to take action to re- 
lieve the housing situation, con- 
venes. 

Some of the assemblymen who 
voted for the expulsion of the so- 
cialists last spring have argued 
that. as the socialist party since has 
removed features of its constitution 
to which the greatest objection was 
made, the five men now should be 
allowed to take their seats.
